In the Beginning,,, 

In the beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth, (Gen 1:1) There is no other way to approach the book of 
Genesis but to recognize that God is awesome. This first verse of 
the Bible identifies God as the Creator and explains the origin of the 
world. We do not know when or how long it took God to create the 
universe. This verse does not satisfy our huge curiosity. It just says, 
In the beginning God created,,, all things out of nothing. Just think 
what that tells us about the power, wisdom, and glory of God! 

In the Old Testament, the word for "God" is a rendering from the 
Hebrew word Elohim and occurs 32 times in Genesis 1. This shows 
that the Creator is the beginning of all things. God existed before all 
things. Elohim is a plural word. In this first verse of the Bible, God 
lets us know that He is plural even as He is singular. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God, (John 1:1) I must admit that when I was in Con- 
firmation classes, this verse was difficult to grasp. How can "the 
Word" refer to Jesus? Since those many years ago, I have come to 
understand that the Apostle John was writing for the Greeks and 
Jews, and finally, for the Gentiles. My Bible helps state that..." 
'Word' was used by Greeks for not only the spoken word, but also 
the unspoken word, the word still in the mind--the reason. When 
they applied it to the universe, they meant the rational principle 
that governs all things. Jews, on the other hand, used it as a way of 
referring to God. Thus John used a term that was meaningful to 
both Jews and Gentiles. The Word was distinct from the Father. 
The Word\N3s not a principle, but a living Being, the source of life; 
not a personification, but a Person, and that Person divine. Jesus 
was God in the fullest sense. 

In the beg/nn/ng... whenever that was, God and Jesus and the Holy 
Spirit were present. His Name is "I AM," He is the same today and 
tomorrow and forever. He created the entire universe for us and He 
created us to worship Him. How awesome is that! 

Heavenly Father, bring us to o better understanding of your love for 
us. Thank you for your goodness, for the hope we hove in Jesus 
Christ, and for the truth that you hove communicated through Your 
revealed word. In Jesus' precious name. Amen
